JURY OUT ‘ONLY ONE HOUR 


Harry E. Lyle Found Guilty of Mar. 
dering His Wife and Baby by a 
Ware County Jury — Sen.

Ga., May 17.—(Special.)—As 
the clock over the Ware county court 
house was tolling the hour of 5 this 
afternoon, Judge Thomas Parker passed 
the sentence of death on Harry E. Lyle, 
convicted of the murder of hig wife, 
Eula Lyle, and his ® four-months-old 
babe.

Sentence been passed in the court house 
of Ware county, and the scene iuis aft- 
ernoon was made more impressive by 
the tolling of the bell in the tower above.

The case was given to the jury at one 
‘minute to three this afternoon, Judge 
Parker commencing his charge at 2:30. 
Shortly after 4 o'clock, Mr. J. HK. Ben- 
nett, foreman of the jury, informed a 
bailiff that a verdict had been reached, 
and Judge Parker, who had left the 
court reom, was.hastily summoned. Upon 
the arrival of Judge Parker, the prisoner 
was brought from the jail and counsel

Upon being asked if he had anything 
to say before the sentence of death was 
imposed, Lyle replied: ‘Nothing, 
that I'm not guilty.” ‘

ending with the death sentence as pre- 
scribed by law. 

Judge Sweat, leading counsel for Lyle, 
arose and requested that the court take 
a recess until tomor:>', morning as he 
intended to submit . motion for a 
new trial. The request was granted and 
Lyle’s counsel are preparing ‘papers re- 
questing a new trial. 

The Lyle jury stood on the first ballot 
eight for conviction and four for a rec- 
ommendation to mercy, the second ballot 
resulted in an unanimous verdict sen- 
tence. :

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AGRICULTURAL BUILDING 
READY WITHIN ONE YEAR 
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Plans for Magnificent Structure at the University of 
Georgia Have Been Completed by 
Architect Dougherty. 


LANS for the new building of the 
Pp School of Agricultur at the 
University of Georgia, Lave been 
perfected by Architect Edward Em- 
mett Dougherty, of Atlanta. Bids have 
been received from eight of the leading, 
contractors of Atlanta and other cities 
already, and doubtless other bids will 
be sent in the next few days. The bids 
will be closed between the 20th and 
25th of May, and the contract let in 
short time, when work will be com- 
menced, and the building pushed to a 


When the building is completed it 
will be one of the handsomest and 
best equipped in the country. 

‘Until eight or ten years ago there 
was no especial attention given to the 
subject of agriculture from a scientific 
viewpoint. The knowledge put in 
practide by the farmers was handed 
down from one generation to another, 
without any especial individual re- 
search. Recently, however, in the 
north, and practically in every state 
in the union, this subject is claiming 
the attention of the leading minds of 
the country. 

Last year the legislature of Qabrete 
appropriated $100,000 for the eregtion 
of this building. Here all that per- 
tains to the study of agriculture from 
a scientific standpoint will be taught. 
Departments for the study of stock 
breeding, planc culture, the etudy of 
seeds, etc., have been provided for. 

Half Mile From Campus. 

This building is the first on the cam- 
pus, to carry out the scheme of Mr. 
Leavitt, the celebrated landscape ar- 
chitect employed by the university to 
work out the scheme for the campus. 
Recently the university has enlarged 
the campus to 1!,000 acres. The pro- 
posed site for the building is Compton 
Hill, which is about one-half mile from 
the main campus, in the immediate 
neighborhood. of the university farm. 
The building will face the campus and 
will present an excellent view. A com- 
mittee appointed for the purpose has 
visited the various agricultural schools 
of the north, and the building to be 
erected will be built entirely upon 
modern lines and will compare favora- 
bly with any of them. 

In addition to the study 
ture from a scientific standpoint, the 
commercial side of the students’ life 
will be developed, for the butter and 
chees manufactured here will be sold 
by them. 

Sufficient accommodation will be pro- 
vided for the experimental station of 
Georgia, which is now located at Grif- 
fin. and it is understood that in all 
probability the location will be moved 
to Athens. 

The new building wiil consist of a 
basement. and two full !5-foot stories. 
The material used will be light buff 
press brick on the exterior, with terra 
cotta trimmings to match, cornices 
with open wood construction, and a red 
tile roof. -Stone will be used for the 


of agricul- 


foundation, and the steps. When com- 


pleted the building will present a 
renaissance style of architecture. It 
will be 264 feet long, the depth rang- 
ing from 60 to 75 feet. 

A new system of heating will be used, 
an indirect system of fresh air, being 
driven over steam pipes and propelled to 
the various rooms with fans. This 
method has been tried successfully in 
Several of the large buildings of Atianta. 
It is recognized to be better tnunan hot 
air, and for ventilating purposes better 
than steam heat. Electricity will be used 
for lighting purposes, and gas will be 
used in the work of the laboratories. 

Manufacture of Cheese. 

In the basement will be located the 
‘butter and cheese making, departments, 
the cheese curing. and milk testing 
rooms, with all necessary equipment for 
pasteurizing rooms, etc. Lockers and 
shower baths for the students wil] be 
located in the basement. There will be a 
large room for farm mechanics, a class 
room, and store rooms. The floor of the 
basement will be of tiles, and cement, 
so that it can be flooded and kept abso- 
lutély clean. 

On the main floor will be the dean's 
office, reception room, and an agricul- 
tural library, containing books pertain- 
ing to the different subjects taught. Va- 
rious laboratories for the students and 
professors, for the study of bacteriology, 
veterinary surgery. The students will 
be taught the diseases of animals, so 
that proper precaution can be taken to 
avoid the using of milk from diseased 
animals, thus in q@ measure prevent the 
Spreading of the white plague. Three 
class rooms will be located on this floor 
and vaults will be provided for the pres- 
ervation of records, etc. Sliding black- 
boards and modern up-to-date equipment 
will be placed in all of the lecture rooms. 

On the second or top floor will be a 
large laboratory, devoted 
of chemistry. There will ale+ be horticul- 
tural, botanical and entomological labora- 
tories, two large lecture rooms and two 
private laboratories. -In addition to these 
lecture rooms and laboratories there will 
be an assembly hall with a capacity of 
seating 500 people. 
an auditorium, and can be used for lan- 
tern slide lectures. The agricultural pub- 
lication press room will also be located 
on this floor, the work of publishing the 
paper being done by the students. 

There will be six-foot stair cases with 
two wings, which will give ample com- 
munication to all parts of the building. 
A freight elevator with easy access from 
the rear entrance .-will aiso be placed in 
the building.

Others say he made no attempt 
at fight nor did he provoke such an 
onslaught. It is said Lyon drew a pistol

one time, hitting Faith in the left 
breast. 

Officer Dobbs, who was 
street just a few feet from 
came up at once and grabbed Lyon.

Lyon was sent to the police barracks 
and placed in the state ward.

A shower of ridicule upon Hon, Thos, 
E. Watson; advice to the employing

President Gompers was néarly through 
with his address when he'reéferred to 
“That man Wat-son you have down here 
in Georgia,’’ hyphenating the name to 
his accentuation. Watson had _ criti- 
cised him as being the man who caused 
congreés to put the amendment upon the 
immigration law that was inimical to- 
the south, and had said that that ‘‘agi- 
tator’’ Gompérs should be suppréssed, 
and President Gdémpers indicated by his 
manner that he thought Watson should 
be suppressed, ‘“‘this man who assumes 
himsélf such an important character in 
the destinies of the South.’”’ 

To illustrate Watson's idea of his own 
self-importance, the speaker told the an- 
ecdote of the Irishman ‘“Hooley,”’ who 
wrote his brother in the old country to 
come over to the finest country in the 
world, as he had risen through easy 
stages from Plain Pat to Policeman Hoo- 
léy, the Honorable Mr. Hooley when he 
became alderman, and that the day pre- 
vious upon entering the church, the 
choir sang to him ‘‘Hooley, Hooley, Hoo- 
ley, Lord God Almighty!” and it was in 
just such manner that ‘‘Wat-son’’ re- 
garded himself. 

President Gompers had touched upon 
the immigration movement in the south 
when he launched off into the ridicule of 
Mr. Watson, prefacing his remarks on 
immigration with the statemen: that he 
had the greatest possible interest in the 
welfare of the south, as he did of every 
section of the union.

FOR RAILROADS 


One Road Cannot Give Re- 
bates to Another 
Road. 


Washington, May 1!7.—An fmportant 
circular issued today by the interstate 


commerce commission contains two ad- 
ministrative rulings which are of speciai 
interest, both to the railroads and to 
the shipping public. In the first the 
committee expressed the opinion that un- 
der the law a carrier or a person or cor 
poration operating a railroad or other 
transportation line cannot as a shipper 
Over the lines of another carrier be given 
any preference in the application of 
tariff rates on interstate shipments. In 
other words, one carrier shipping its 
fuel, material or other supplies ovet the 
line of another carrier must pay thea legal 
tariff rates applicable to.the same corr 
modities shipped by an individual. 

It is said there probably is not a rail 
road company in the country that has 
to pay the regular tariff on its suppfTies 
from the initial point to the’ point of 
destination. This is especially trv@ of 
coal used by the railroad for fuel pur- 
poses. The commission holds, in enue 
that this is discrimination, and that the 
railroag must pay the same tariff as tho 
individual. The second ruling relates to 
the return of stray shipments. 

“Instances occur,” Bays the comr@pis- 
sion, “in which through error or over- 
sight on the part of some agent or em- 
ployee, a shipment is billed to an 
roneous destination or is unloaded shor: 
of destination or fs carried by. The co’ 
mission is of the opinion that in hona 
fide instances of this kind carriers may 
return sweh astray shipments to their 
proper destination or course withouf the 
assessment of additional charges, and 
May arrange for such movement of Sucn 
astray shipments for each other on mu- 
tually acceptible terms without the neces- 
sity of publishing, posting and filing tarifi" 
under which it would be done.” ,

A Flood of Overtues. - 

A flood of overetures from various pres- 
tbyteries were reag and referred to com- 
mittees at today’s session of the forty- 
seventh general assembly of the Pres-) 
byterian church in the United States. 
Many of the overtures related to the 
proposed articles of agreement. An | 
overture from the Mangum, ° Okla., 
presbytery, whick has just been form- 
ed, asked that a new synod be organ- 
ized to consist of the presbytefies of 
Mangum, Indian and Durant. 

The synod of Arkansas ovetkared the 
assembly to appoint an ad interim 
committee, whose duty it- shall be to. 
make an exhaustive study of the entire 
system of churen government,. with a 
view to effecting such changes as will 
give the synod “its logical, natural and 
rightful place in the line of church 
courts and rescue it from its present 
anomalous and awkward position out 
of that line.’’ 

-The presbytery of the Tombigbee, at 
Columbus, Miss., sent ‘in resolutions 
adopted by it with request that they 
be sent to the various presbyteries for 
action.. The resolutions provide that 
any individual congregation may adopt 
the rotary method of electing elders 
and deacons, and that no ruling elder 
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period than three years without being 
reelected by the congregation. 

The East Hanover presbytery asks 
that a committee be named to consider 
the advisability of establishing the Or- 
der of Deaconness. An overture from 
the presbytery of Paris, Tenn., pro- 
poses certain amendments to the con- 
stitution with a view to providing a 
mode of effecting organic union with 
other bodies. A dozen or more presby- 
terles sent up overtures looking to ap- 
proval of the laymen’s missionary 
movement. The appointment of a 
secretaty for young people’s sccieties 
and Sunday schocls and the appoint- 
ment of a woman’s foreign missions 
committee are asked. 

The presbytery of Fort Worth prays 
for relief in the matter of the anomal- 
ous condition of the church’s foreign 
mission work “‘by removing the stigma! 
of at least a seeming appreval of 
polygamy.” . | 

An overture from Louisville, Ky., in- 
vites the*general assembly to meet in 
that city in 1908. It is understood fhat 
Charlotte, N. C.; Montreat, N. C., and 
Houston, Tex., also want the next as- 
sembly. An overture from the Lexing- 
ton presbytery seeks to-have official 
inquiry made into th® decline in the 
number of infants baptized. The 
Ouichita presbytery wants The Hague 
peace conference indorsed. The East- 
ern Texas presbytery wants a direct 
referendum on the question of organic 
union. The Alabama synod desired that 
the work of raising a special fund of 
$15,000 to enlarge Stillman institute 
be sanctioned. 

The Tuscaloosa presbytery asks for 
the employment of white ministers to 
labor as evangelists among the ne- 
groes. Many overtures were introduced 
asking for the proper observance of 
the four hundredth anniversary of the 
birth of John Calvin in 1909. 

Articles of Agreement. 

The vote on the Charlotte articles of 
agreement for closer relations was offi- 
Cially read. Communications were read 
from all the presbyteries, showing the 
vote anu making suggestions. Some of 
the churches disapproving the articles of 
agreement reserved the right to with- 
draw if the articles are adopted by the 
assembly. The vote showed that fifty 
presbyteries approved the articles, while . 
twenty-nine disapproved. In fdéur. pres- 
byteries no action was taken. : 

Discussion of the appointmnt of a com- 
mittee to consider all papers bearing on 
the articles of agreement continued 
through the entire mornimg session. After 
various resolutions, amendments and sup- 
Stitutes hag been offered and the chair 
had been called upon several times to 
the mass of constitutional 
points, a resolution introduced by Dr. E. 
W. Smith, of Louisville, was passed 
unanimously. It calls for the appoint- 
ment Of a committee of one minister 
and one elder from each synod to pass 
upon the constitutionality of the articles 
of agreement, and also report on all 
Overtures bearing on the subject. This 
committee will report Monday afternoorr

She Was One of the Pio- 
neers ef the Gate 
City, 


Mrs. Julia Riordan Lynch, widow of 
the late Michael Lynch, an Atlanta 
pioneer and one of the leading business 
men of the city up to his retirement 
from active life, died yesterday after- 
noon at her home, 7 Merritts avenue, 
after a long and painful illness. 

Mrs. Lynch was in her sixty-seventh 
year and when death came to her it 
was peacefuland quiet, just as her chil- 
dren, all of: whom except one, were 
with her, would have had it. 

In the death of Mrs. Lynch another 
of the strong links between the At- 
gone by and 
the Atlanta of today was broken. She 
was a pioneer in the strict sense of 
the word. Side by side with her hus- 
band, the late Michael Lynch, she saw 
the city grow from a small place to 
a metropolis, of which she was proud. 
She saw her husband’s prophetic judg- 
ment in the greatness of the town ver- 
ified and she saw her children grow 
to manhood and womanhood in the 
home of their birth. Like all of At- 
lanta's first citizens, Mrs. Lynch was in 
every sense of the word a helpmeet 
to her husband, and of all Atlanta 
homes there were none where happi- 
ness and contentment reigned more 
supreme and more lasting. In their 
younger. days, in middle life and in old 
age Mr. and Mrs. Lynch were all and 
all to each other. 

Native of Ireland. 

Like her husband, Mrs. Lynch was 
a native of Ireland, being born in 
Limerick, while he came from County 
Claire. Mr. Lynch touched America 
in 1854, and after trying Philadelphia, 
Charleston, Savannah and other places, 
came to Atlanta. Mrs. Lynch, then 
Miss Julia Riordan, came to America 
in 1858, and direct to Atlanta. That 
year she and Mr. Lynch were married, 
the marriage taking place in Atlanta's 
first Catholic church on Central ave- 
nue, then Loyd street, and Hunter 
street, on the site now occupied by 
the Church of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion, the Rev. Father O'Neill officiat- 
ing. 

During the war between the states 
they saw their home and the homes 
of their friends destroyed, and after 
the war with renewed exertions they 
again set their faces to the future, with- 
out complaining, both always: ready to 
help some one less fortunate than 
themselves. Mr. Lynch was one of At 
lanta’s first book store men, and a 
successful one. 

Since the death of Mr. Lyneh the 
widow has been passing most of the 
tinje with her children, of whom there 
are five. James F. Lynch, for a long 
time well known in Atlanta’s commer- 
cial Hfe but now of Macon, where he 
‘holds a responsible position with the 
Acme Brewing Company, is the eldest. 
Then there are Mrs. W. B. Manning, 
Mrs. J. A. Bradbury, T. A. Lynch and 
Ww. J. Lynch. In addition to the five 
children, Mrs. Lynch leaves sixteen 
grandchildren. 

So far no funeral arrangements have 
been made, but the probabilities are 
that the services will take place Suf- 
day at the Sacred Heart church. The 
interment will be in Oakland, in the 
family burying grounds. 

Mrs. Lynch was a devoted wife, a 
loving and tender mother, a kind and 
gentle friend and a consecrated worker 
in her church all her life.

ASK ARMORIES 
FOR COMPANIES 


Policy of Adjutant General’s 
Department When New 
Companies Ferm. 


It has become a part of the policy of 
the military department of the state now 
to require those cities in which new mil- 
itary companies are mustered into the 
service, to furnish armories for’ the 
troops, and this requirement will be in- 
sisted On in every possible instance. 

Colonel W. G. Obear, inspector general, 
did not muster in to Monroe company 
On Wednesday because the number of 
men was sufficient to meet the legal re- 
quirement. Since that time more than 
the required number of men has been 
secured, and yesterday the adjutant gen- 
eral received a dozen telegrams from 
bankers and business. men of Monroe 
promising that full support would be 
given the company. and urging that 
Colonel Obear come back and muster in 
the men at once. 

In addition to the telegrams prominent 
citizens called up the adjutant general's 
office from Monroe and asked immediate 
action. They were asked by Colonel A. J. 
Scott, assistant adjutant 
Monroe would proviue an armory for the 
new company free of cost. They replied 
that they would call a meeting of the 
city council at once and decide just -what 


they could do jin the matter. The com- 


pany will not be mustered in ‘until this 


is settled.

100 Years Ago, 


ELABORATE PREPARATIONS 


Members of General Assemblies Which

Milledgeville, Ga. May 17.—(Special.)— 
The city of Milledgeville is making elab- 
Orate preparations for celebrating the 
one-hundredth anniversary of the first 
meeting of the general assembly of Geor- 
gia in what was then the new capitol of 
the s:ate. 

The celebration is sgt for Wednesday, 
May 29th, and will be held in connection 
with the commencement of the Georgia 
Military College, whose home is in the 
Old Capitol building, 

All of the details for this interesting 
event are in hands of a general com- 
mittee, with Mayor Julius A. Horne, 
chairman. The plans formulateq by the 
committee are being systematically work- 
ed out by subcommittees. 

The people of the community. are no 
whit behind the committees in the in- 
terest felt in this hundredth anniversary 
of Georgia’s Old Capital. All realize that 
the centennial is to be a great event, 
not only in the history of the city of 
Milledgeville, but of Georgta. ° 

The local press is taking an active 
part in stimulating the public mind. ' 

A Strong Appeal. 


The Union-Recorder, in its last issue, 
carried the following stirring appeal to 
local and state aride: 

“It should be apparent to all that the 
old town has embarked upon a noble 
enterprise, one that appeals to the pa- 
riotic impulse of every loyal Georgian. 
In celebrating its one-hundredth anni- 
versary, Milledgeville is really commem- 
orating the founding of a common- 
wealth. For nearly three-quarters of a 
century this old city was the mecca of 
Georgia politicians, the center of Geor- 
gia’s public life, the axis about which 
the state’s social and civic institutions 
revolved. Its centennial {s no merely 
local affair. Milledgeville’s memoria! ~ is 
Georgia’s memorial, in a very large 
sense. The organization of the state gov- 
ernment in its permanent home, and the 
adjustment of the new commonwealth te 
the union of states but recently formed, 
and starting it forward on that marvel- 
Ous development in population, wealth, 
resources, and enlightened’ civilization 
that signalized its history; the shock of 
secession and the disruption of the 
union of states; four years of relentless 
war, the era of reconstruction, with its 
horrors and despair—these are events 
dynamic in their energy and of tremen- 
dous consequence in their far-reaching, 
revolutionizing results. With all of these 
Milledgeville was identified. This city 
was the storm-center of revolution, thé 
theater of events that overturn empires.

With the Gov- 
ernor’s Horse Guard, of Atlanta, this 
will give the parade three squadrons 
of cavalry. 

Western Union Tax Returns. 

The annual tax returns of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company were 
made yesterday to Comptroller Gen- 
eral W. A. Wright. The company re- 
turns its total property in Georgia at 
$1,030,240, of which $360,280 represents 
the franchise. This is an increase of 
about’ $200,000, as compared with the 
return of last year. 

The Postal Telegraph Cable Company 
returned its total property in the state 
at $178,57!, of which $31,500 is fran- 
chise. The Postal Company claims 
that there is a deficit of $24,987 be- 
tween its gross income and operating 
expenses in Georgia. 

Comptroller General Wright stated he 
expected to make a very careful study 
of these returns and of the results 
of the operations of the two compa- 
nies before acting upon them. 

Will Return New Terminal. 

Cc. O. Bradford, real estate agent of 

the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 


Company, had a conference with Comp- | 


troller General Wright about the re- 
turns of the property of that company 
in Georgia, and particularly with ref- 
erence to the company’s failure to re- 
turn for taxation the new freight ter- 
minals which are nearing completion 
{in Atlanta and in which it is said a 
million dollars is being invested. 

Mr. Bradford sald the reason why 
the property was not fncluded in the 
return was that it had not been com- 
pleted and was not in use, and he knew 
of no precedent requiring the return 
of uncompleted buildings. When in- 
formed by the comptroller general that 
it was a requirement in Georgia, he 
promptly agreed to_amend the return 
by including the amount invested in 
the terminal property here up to March 
Si. It is expected also that some in- 
crease will be made in the .company’s 
returns of its main line values in 
Georgia. 


Where a Jest Won Out. 
Comptroller General Wright is sus- 
ceptible to humorous situations, some- 
times even to the extent of making 
concessions, as is disclosed by some 
correspondence between himselg and 
President Cohen, of the Sandersville 
Ratiroad Company. The comptroller 


general recently wrote President Cohen | 


asking for an increase of $4,000 in the 
taxable valuation of this railroad, or 
$|.000 a mile, the road being only four 


miles in length. President Cohen’s 
reply was that he had been doing his 
best to sell the road at $20,000, for 
lock, stock and barrel, 
man he had down there to look at it 
on that basis frankly told him he 
ought to be arrested for cheating and 
swindling for trying to palm off the 
property at that price. 

“I didn’t have the heart to insist on 
the increase after that,” said the comp- 
treller general, “and I decided to ac- 
cept the return.” 


Where Negligence Doesn’t Hold. 

In the case of the Southern Railway 
v. King, from Habersham _ superior 
court, the supreme court yesterday 
laid down the rule that where two par- 
ties are injured, fer instance, by a 
railroad train, the injury being due 
in part to the negligence of one of 
the parties, the other party not con- 
tributing to such negligence has the 
right to recover damages. Mrs. King 
and her husband were struck at a 
railroad crossing by a train on the 
Southern railway, and it appeared that 
the accident was partly Que to negli- 
gence of the husband. Nevertheless, 
the wife secured a verdict, and ‘this is 
sustained by the supreme court’s de- 
cision, 

Ejected From a Train. . 

In the case of the Atlanta and West 
Point Railroad Company v. Paul Potts, 
the supreme court yesterday sustained 
a verdict of $1,000 in favor of Potts, 
who showed that he was pushed from 
a moving train by a conductor at a 
station at which he did not desire to 
get off. Potts was preparing to get 
off the train, which was in slow mo- 
tion, when he discovered that it was 
the .wrong station. The conductor 
told him he was not going to stop the 
train and told him to get off. As he 
did not do so, he pushed him. For the 
alleged injuries the verdict was given

Say the Plant Grows Very High, but 
Will Not Fruit. 

Montgomery, Ala., May 1!7.—(Special.)— 
Robert Troy, who is in Montgomery af- 
ter an absence of forty-one years, hav- 
ing left just after the war between the 
States, says that of his own knowledge 
cotton will not grow to commercial ex- 
cellence in South Africa. He tells of the 
experiments made by friends and by gov- 
ernment officials and says that wuile the 
plant will grow very high it runs to 
stalk and will not fruit. 

Under his observation lands were pre- 
pared carefully and made in every way 
for the reception and germination of 
the seed. The plant was then put in and 
watched carefuly. They came up and 
the stalk grew rapidiy. It had blossoms 
of yellow and the stalks were as large 
as a man’s arm. After a short time the 
blooms would fall off ltaving no pods 
and of course no cotton.

Spectacular’ Interest Found in 
bain Exchanges, 


There Seems to Be an Entire Pros- 
tration of General Demand tor 
Securities in Open Market, 
and Also a Striking Ab- 
senee Of Selling.

New York, May !7.—The stock mar- 
ket today continued to show almost en- 
tire negleet on the part of the general 
world of capital an financé. Such spec- 
ulative interest as éxists finds a more 
attractive field in the grain and cotton 
markets. An important effect on the 
trading is produced also by the retire- 
ment of some of the habitu@ traders 
whose plunging operations in the past 
have filled up tne méasuré of stock- 
market activity. Not only are the in- 
dividual opératious of this class of 
leaders lacking in the present market, 
but there has been withdrawn in their 
waks an important following. Disgust 
with heavy losses in the recent severe 
declines or hopelessness of any early 
substantial revival of general interest 
are severely advanced in explanation 
of thege rétiréments. There seems to 
be an entire prostration of gneral de- 
mand for securicies in the opén mar- 
ket, and there is aimost as strong 
striking absencé df any large selling. 
The undéttone of the market is heavy, 
as is almost invariably the case in 
periods of extreme dullness. The sag- 
ging tendency today was a sympathetic 
réfiection from the rising whéat mar- 
ket. The selling of stocks was trace- 
able in part’ to sources which-aré ac- 
tive buyers of wheat. This selling 
seems to be preferential, as all other 
transactions in the present market afe, 
and the growth cof the short account 
is believed to keép pace with this sell- 
ing. The influence on sentiment of the 
disfavor felt toward new capital issues 
was shown in some individual stoeks. 
North American responded.to the day's 
announcement of a sale of notes, and 
General Electric and Atchison, which 
were weak, are also distinguished for 
the recent convertible bonds issues. 
The continued weakness of Chesapeake 
and Ohio is -referrable to the. belief 
that a financial plan involving néWw 
capital ‘issues is under consideration 
by the directors. The upshot in Cana- 
dian Pacific was an example ef the 
dangers of the short side of the market 
in the present narrow condition.
